The union earlier had 
granted a two-week truce but it 
expires at midnight tomorrow. 

Injury Already Done. 

Cooper said the union already 
has caused the industry injury 
by the fact that many firms 
have had to close down some 
facilities in the costly prepara- 
tion for an orderly industry 
shutdown. Orderly shutting down 
larger mills requires about three 


days, for smaller plants a shorter | 


time. 


“We're not the aggressors in | 


the situation,’ Cooper said. 
*We’re not causing a strike.” 
Negotiations collapsed 
night. President Eisenhower ap- 
pealed to both sides this morn- 


ing to resume talks in a last- | 


ditch peace effort. 

The White House said there 
was still time to reach a peace- 
ful solution, McDonald agreed 
with this. 

But Cooper told reporters as 


he went into session with Mc- | 


Donald that the time now is too 
short to deal with the many un- 
resolved problems. 

“Frantic last minute dramatics 
are not responsive to the long- 
term seriousness of the problems 
that we’re talking: about,” Coop- 
er said. 

“These problems are of real 
consequence to all employes, all 
owners, and all the public. 

“They can’t be deliberated on 
and solved in a few short hours.” 

McDonald broke in to end the 
joint news conference: 

“‘Let’s cut the conversation 
and go to work. We can make 
an agreement in an hour.” 

After meeting for about an 
hour, union and management ne- 
gotiators recessed so that Mc-

WASHINGTON, July 13 (UPT) 
~Two Senate Democrats said to- 
day that Congress should re- 
shape the Administration’s de- 
fense program before it is too 
late. 

The call for action came from 


Washington and Stuart Syming- | 
ton of Missouri as the Senate 
began debate on the $39,594,339,- 
000 defense appropriation bill for 
the fiscal year which began July 
1. The measure provides  $346,- 
139,000 more than President 
Eisenhower requested and $746,- 
000,000 more than the House 
voted. 

Jackson said the bill ‘falls far 
short of the kind of defense pro- 
gram needed by the nation.”’ He 
urged that more be provided 
for ballistic missiles, a modern 
army, anti-submarine defenses 
and military research and devel- 
opment. He said the President’s 
approach of applying an arbi- 
trary budget ceiling is “‘an ideal 
device to obscure the real re- 
quirements of survival.” 

Symington said Congress

Summerfield said yesterday 
that there were 293 arrests for 
sending smut through the mails 
last year, a 45 per cent increase 
above the 136 arrests in 1954,

the imagination.”” He said - the 
Post Office got 70,000 complaints 
in the first six months of 1959 
compared with 50,000 for all of 
1958.

THE VOTERS’ CHOICE 


St. Louisans will make an important choice 
July 14 on the type of taxes they will pay to 
run their city. The outcome of the election will 
affect their pocketbooks. 


The Board of Aldermen has already 


* Another one-half cent increase in the 
city’s gasoline tax, bringing the total 
to 2 cents per gallon.

Therefore, approval of the earnings tax in- 
crease would do more than simply eliminate 
the four new taxes.

conference committee. Dirksen 
was defeated in an effort to give 
the President more direct con- 
trol over TVA spending pro- 
posals. 

Dirksen said he was certain 
that Secretary of the Treasury 
Robert B. Anderson and Budget 
Director Maurice Stans would 
recommend a veto of the meas- 
ure if the budgetary problem is 
not corrected. He noted that two 
Hoover study commissions rec- 
ommended executive control of 


Mr. Eisenhower’s most recent 
veto of the housing bill still has 
congressional Democratic lead- 
ers up in the air on their 
strategy. 


Senate Democratic leader Lyn- 
don B. Johnson has indicated 
soine compromise legislation will 
be passed because the “people 
want housing.” He said he still 
was exploring the question of 
whether the Senate should try to 
override the President’s veto. 


Senator Allen J. Ellender 
(Dem.), Lousiana said in a week- 
end radio program that the 
President was ‘“‘trying to usurp 
congressional powers” by heavy 
use of the veto. 

He said that while pro-civil 
rights legislators insist that ma- 
jority rule should prevail in 
Congress, the President in effect 
imposes two-thirds rule by use 
of thé veto. It takes a two-thirds 
vote of both houses to override 
a veto.

Know of a nicer way to start-a July 
day than with a chilled cantaloupe half 
for breakfast? Know of a more refresh- 
ing luncheon than a luscious melon sal- 
ad? Or a more welcome dessert than 
melon balls in wine, or gingerale melon 
cups? When temperatures soar, canta- 
loupes, fragrant and delectable at any 
hour, are a delightful way to prod lag- 
ging midsummer appetites. 


There is more to a cantaloupe than 
its delightful flavor, too. One-half of a 
medium-sized (five inches in diameter) 
deep-colored melon furnishes more than 
the total average daily requirement of 
vitamin A, and three-fourths of the daily 
requirement of vitamin C. 


When you shop for a cantaloupe use 
both the sense of sight and the sense 
of smell. Look for a bold, well-defined 
netting; experts claim that the more 
sharply the netting stands out, the better 
the flavor. The scar at the stem end 
should be smooth and slightly sunken, 
showing that the melon was ripe enough 


to slip easily from the stem. For immedi- 


ate eating, the melon should have the 
fragrance of ripeness; if you do not mar- 
ket frequently it’s smart to pick out a 
few firm melons for future enjoyment 
and let them ripen at room tempera- 
ture. 

A cantaloupe should, of course, be 
chilled before serving: However, many 
epicures feel that while watermelon and 
its muskmelon cousin, the honeydew, 
are at their best after intense chilling 
the bouquet of cantaloupe is more de- 
lightful if served only moderately cold. 
(This is, however, a matter of personal 
preference.) 

As reported in the-marketing column 
in last Thursday’s food section,. canta- 
loupes from the West are now at their 


very peak, superb in flavor and texture.

’ \clining. The index for last week 


was exactly the same as a year 
earlier, and down nearly 1 per 
cent from the peak reached in 
April. 

This “‘industrial’’ part of the 
index—often a harbinger of in- 
flation at retail—rose persistent- 
ly from last July until April. 
The total rise in that period 
was from 125.3 on the index to 
128.3, using the 1947-49 average 
as 100. 


This rise of 2.5 per cent was 
even more rapid than had oc- 
curred in the recovery from the 
1953-54 recesa@on. It was cited 
repeatedly by Government of- 
ficials in public comments as 
evidence that inflation was still 
threatening, despite the general 
stability in consumer prices as 
a whole. 

Then in April the rise stopped. 
The wholesale index of ‘‘all com- 
modities other than farm prod- 
ucts and processed foods” last 
week was 127.9, down slightly 
from the April peak of 128.3. 

Part of the explanation is 
weakness in ‘sensitive’ raw 
commodities — rubber, copper, 
lead. With ample productive ca- 
pacity, many of these items have 
shown price weakness, despite 
generally strong demand. 

Some processed and semi-pro- 
cessed items have shown price 
declines as well. This has been 
true of many oil products, some 
lumber products, some chemi- 
cals and a few building mate- 
rials. ; 

There have been increases, 
too, notably in textiles and 
leather goods, but the combina- 
tion has produced stability and 
even some decline in the ‘‘in- 
dustrial” average. 

The farm and food part of the 
index has shown © persistent 
weakness. The farm product in- 
dex was 88.8 last week, down 
from 95 a year ago. The pro- 
cessed foods index was 107 com- 
pared to 112.7 a year earlies. 
| With the new-found stability of 
industrial prices, this has meant

since April. At that time it was 
120. Last week the index read

Geneva Talks Narrowing Down 
To Issue of Whether Russians 
Meant to Give West Ultimatum 


in Writing. 


Some Observers Say There Will Be 
Summit Parley After All If Moscow 
Agrees to Put ‘No Threats’ Principle

HE SECOND HALF of the Big Four foreign ministers con- 
T ference is being narrowed down ever so slowly to a single 


major question. 


This. is ‘whether the Soviet Union intended, in the first half 
of the conference here in May and June, to present the Western 
powers with an. 18&month ultimatum to settle the Berlin ques- 


tion on Soviet terms. 

When the four ministers re- 
cessed here three weeks ago, the 
West insisted that this was pre- 
cisely what Moscow was doing. 
Andrei Gromyko denied it then, 
has denied it publicly ever since, 
and is concentrating on- denying 
it in private here now. 


Coincidentally Frol R. Kozlov 
repeated in the United States 
what Gromyko has been saying 
here since he arrived, namely, 
that an effort should be made to 
reach agreement on Berlin with- 
in 18 months, and that, if this 
cannot be done, the Big Four 
foreign ministers would meet 
again to discuss the situation. 


This may not be the actual 
Soviet position, but the fact is 
that the dialogue is changing, 
the Soviets, either for tactical or 
substantive reasons, are now 
saying that they intended no 
threats, and this has increased 
the hope, at least for the time 
being, of a limited accommoda- 
tion on Berlin and a summit 
meeting here in the autumn. 

Ambiguous Language. 

The g’’ of the 
Soviet offer on Berlin—if that’s 
what it was—is not hard to ex- 
plain, for Gromyko’s explanation 
of his government’s proposals 
last June 19. was highly ambigu- 
ous. 

At one point he said: ‘What 
we proposed was to work out an’ 
agreement on a temporary set- 
tlement of the West Berlin ques- 
tion which would remain in force 
for a definite period.” 

He added: ‘The Soviet gov- 
ernment is proceeding from the 
premise that it is impossible 
to delay a peace settlement with 
Germany and to preserve the oc- 
cupation regime in West Berlin 
ad infinitum.” 

In the same statement, how- 
ever, he said: “The question of 
a time limit of that agreement 
is a matter neither of major 
importance nor of principle to 
us. If during the agreed period 
no solution of the questions of 
a peace treat? with Germany 
and the unification of Germany 
can be reached within the frame- 
work of an all-German commit- 
tee or otherwise, then the par- 
ticipants of the Geneva confer- 
ence of foreign ministers of 1959 
could resume the consideration 
of the West Berlin question.” 

Confronted with the statements

The Russians threatened last 
Nov. 27 to throw the West out 
of Berlin in six months. The 
six months passed and the time 
limit was increased to a year, 
then to 18 months, and now the 
theme is that the time limit is 
not important but merely a date 
at which the foreign ministers 
will renew their talks if no 
agreement is reached. 


Since then, moreover, the Sov- 
jets have acknowledged the 
West’s legal rights in Berlin, 
and the West, in turn, has made 
several concessions to Moscow. 


The East German regime has 
been given a place in this con- 
ference, for example, and the 
West has accepted the principle 
of the East Germans having con- 
trol over transportation into Ber- 
lin, as agents of the Soviet Un- 
ion.

Comptroller’s Reply 


In your letters column last 
Wednesday, seven St. Louis county 
résidents stated that the owner of 
city property assessed at $5000 
would pay more taxes ‘to the city 
if the earnings tax rate is in- 
creased % of 1 per cent than he 
would under the alternative to that 
increase—higher taxes on property, 
gasoline and the sales of merchants 
and manufacturers, and the $8-per- 

ear-per-household charge for col- 
ecting rubbish. 

As the Comptroller of St. Louis, 
T want to explain why this is sim- 
ply: not so. 

The city resident — be he real 
property owner or renter—will pay 
less rather than more taxes to 
raise a given amount of money with 
the increased earnings tax than he 
would with the four alternate tax 
increases. 

What Mr. Gish and his county 
co-signers to the Wednesday letter 
did was to compare a full year’s 
return from the extra 4 of 1 per 
cent earnings tax with that from 
the four alternate tax increases. 


The comparison is not valid be- 
cause they ignore the effect of next 
year’s tax reductions—whether they 
be reductions in the earnings tax it- 
self by exemptions for dependents 
or reductions in other city taxes, 
such as those on property or cig- 
arettes or gasoline. 

For a full fiscal year the higher 
earnings tax would produce $10,000,- 
000 more than it does now, but the 
four alternative taxes in a full year 
would bring in only $5,850,000, leav- 
ing a difference of $4,150,000. 

No responsible city -official can 
say at this time what form tax re- 
duction next spring will take if the 
earnings tax amendment is passed. 
However—by way of example only 
—let me point out that if the entire 
$41 difference were available 
for ‘property tax reduction, it would 
mean 30 cents off the property tax 
rate next year in addition to avoid- 
ing the 7-cent increase this year. 


In that case, Mr. Gish’s typical 
property owner would save $3.50 in 
property taxes this year but he 
would save $18.50 in property taxes 
the following year, provided the 
earnings tax is increased—besides 
savings on rubbish collection, on 
gasoline and in the price of the 
goods he buys in the city.

If our foreign aid program is. as 
worthy as its advocates claim, why 
must they resort to hokum to en- 
list support? 

Communist foreign aid in the 
amount of $2,400,000,000 in credits 
and loans since 1954, the State De- 
partment says, is a strong argu- 
ment for pouring $3,900,000,000 more 
into our aid program.

Outside the 
Red world exchange rates are not 
made by government fiat. They 
are the results of evaluations by 
traders in the free world’s currency 
markets. Here the accepted rate 
has not been better than 24 rubles 
to the dollar. 

Nevertheless the State Depart- 
ment, ignoring the free-market rate, 
took the Kremlin's in arriving at 
the $2,400,000,000 ‘estimate of Soviet 
aid. Adjusted to the market rate, 
the figure boils down to $400,000,000.

Drivers Are Responsible 

A former New York traffic chair- 
man says that the National Safety 
Council does a sérious disservice to 
traffic safety by placing emphasis 
on individual responsibility for acci- 
dents.

Before the bill passed the House, it was 
reported thaf-its. revision and elaboration of 
pension schedtiles would save 12 billion dol- 
lars over the next 40 years. Since then Rep- 
resentative Teague of Texas, chairman of the 
House Veterans Committee, has said that 
there would be no saving and that instead 
over the same period of time the pension cost 
would go up by 10 billion dollars. 

The chief effect of the new bill would be 
to extend to veterans and dependents of 
World War II and the Korean war the bene- 
fits that now go to veterans and families of 
World War I. Veterans of World War I re- 
ceive pensions on “the basis of need” and 
without regard to whether their disabilities 
are service-connected or non-connected. The 
estimate is that this would add 200,000 de- 
pendents to the pension lists. It is this which 
Representative Teague says would keep the 
bill from saving taxpayers 12 billion dollars 
by the year 2000. 

One of the major troubles in this situation 
is that the Eisenhower Administration, after 
creating the President’s Commission on Vet- 
erans Pensions and placing Gen. Bradley at 
the head of it in 1955, has yet to come to 
grips resolutely with the growing pension 
problem. The Bradley Commission, in a 
searching report on excesses and extrava- 
gances as well as genuine needs, had this 
to say: | 


Military service should be treated as 
discharging an obligation of citizenship 
and not of itself as a basis for future Gov- 
ernment benefits, (which) would be pro- 

‘vided only for the significant require- 
ments of veterans that arise directly out 
of their military service. Veterans’ non- 
service connected benefits should be min- 
imized and gradually eliminated. 


Presumably this is the position also of 
President Eisenhower, who in his 1959 budget 
message noted the cost of benefits based on 
non-service connected disabilities. But he has 
still, four years after appointment of the 
Bradley Commission, to send to Congress the 
special message on veterans affairs which he 
has repeatedly promised. 

Every piece of veterans legislation needs 
to be scrutinized with utmost care and with 
the long-run future in mind. Nearly 23,000,- 
000 citizens are now classified as veterans by 
the Veterans Administration and if the fami- 
lies of these veterans are counted as potential 
receivers of Government. benefits the total 
is 75,000,000—close to half the total popula- 
tion of the United States. 

What does the Eisenhower Administration 
think of the bill pending in the Senate? Is 
the White House for the bill or against it? 
What if any changes does it recommend and 
why? In this non-election year, the President 
can take a strong stand on the side of fair- 
ness and fiscal responsibility. In the 1960 
presidential election Congress and his advisers 
will oppose any stand that will stir up the 
powerful veterans lobbies. 


Protecting the Riverfront 


Since developers in the area adjaceft to 
the riverfront park will acquire property at a 
reduced cost, it is reasonable that the Alder- 
men should require the approval of the City 
Plan Commission and the Land Clearance Au- 
thority for their plans. As a matter of fact, 
the City Art Commission already has exten- 
sive veto power over structures facing a park. 
The Aldermen should avail themselves of 
the services of the Art Commission both in 
drafting and in the application of the pro- 
posed ordinance. 

The riverfront memorial with its soaring 
arch will be one of the sights of the nation, 
and its appeal should not be reduced by in- 
congruous surroundings. Indeed the nearby 
buildings’ own value would be diminished if 
they were out of harmony with the memorial. 

The proposed ordinance requiring such ap- 
proval, of course, should not be a bureau- 
cratic dictation of precisely what may be 
built and how it should look. Instead, it 
should be a means of co-ordinating this phase 
of the effort to make St. Louis the city beau- 
tiful. As such it should be welcomed by all 
who are eager to give the riverfront a new— 
and splendid—look. 


Concern for Cuba 


When Secretary of State Herter admitted 
to a serious concern about events in Cuba, he 
spoke for many Americans who had expected 
more from Fidel Castro’s revolution. One 
disquieting event was the forced resignation 
and flight to Miami of Maj. Pedro Diaz Lanz, 
a former devoted follower of Castro and chief 
of his air force, now. termed a traitor by the 
man he served so well. The major’s crime 
was to protest against growing Communist 
influence in the Army. Moreover, the Castro 
government has just adopted the death pen- 
alty for “crimes which damage the national 
economy or treasury” as well as for subver- 
sion and “counter-revolutionary” activity, 
though these crimes will now be tried by the 
civil, not military, courts. 

The Cuban press also is under fire. The 
chief of the land reform program threatened 
newspaper critics as “traitors” desiring a 
“counter-revolution.” The newspaper Avance 
boldly replied that Castro men were using 
the label “counter-revolutionary” in much 


the way former Dictator Batista used the 
label “Communist.” Finally, there are grow- — 


ing doubts about the practicality of Castro’s 
social revolution. The effects of the hasty 
break-up of sugar estates on sugar produc- 
tion, which accounts for 75 per cent of Cuba’s 


' exports, will not be known for perhaps a 


year. But under the impact of decrees gov- 
erning wages and rents and imposing new 
taxes, Cuba is in a depression. Foreign in- 
vestment and tourism are negligible, con- 
struction has dropped by one half or more 
and a third of the labor force is unemployed. 

The North American reaction to this has 
so far been less antagonism than disappoint- 
ment. Most Americans sympathized with the 
Castro rebellion against dictatorship, and this 
country received Castro in markedly friendly 
fashion. Our Government has not protested 
against his actions or intervened in any way, 
nor objected to expropriation of American 


stead economic chaos is spreading. He said he 
was not a Communist, but the Cuban situa 
tion is almost made to order for the Commu- 
nist infiltration which his critics charge. 

A good neighbor has a right to express con- 
cern, as Secretary Herter has done. A con- 
tinuance of the disturbing trend of the Castro 
government will damage Cuba’s relations with 
the best neighbor it has had. 


And Now to Vote 

St. Louisans will decide the earnings tax 
issue tomorrow in the privacy of their pre- 
cinct polling booths, and the greater the turn- 
out the better. 

-The voting actually will be on a Charter 
amendment permitting the Aldermen to dou- 
ble the levy. Charter amendments require 
a 60 per cent favorable majority for passage. 
So for every two votes against, proponents 
will have to muster three Yes votes. Since 
nearly every political proposition must over- 
come the handicap of a certain amount of 
hard-core opposition, supporters of the in- 
crease have their work cut out for them. 

One point that city ‘deote ought not to 
forget is the size of the contribution that 
will be made by non-residents if the higher 
earnings rate is approved. It is most substan- 
tial. Non-residents pay a third of the total 
earnings tax yield. For the remainder of this 


_ year it would run to $1,500,000 of the $4,500,- 


000 that the higher levy would produce. This 
is equivalent to the return from an 11-cent 
levy on property. 

Over a full year the 1 per cent earnings 
rate would bring in some $20,000,000—about 
a third of the total municipal budget. And 
of that sum about $6,666,666 would be paid 
by non-residents who work in the city. This 
is in excess of 10 per cent of the present 
budget. More to the point, if it had to be 
raised in St. Louis alone by a tax on property 
a levy of about 48 cents would be required. 

The Aldermen have already approved a 
stopgap package of property, sales, gasoline 
and rubbish charges on city residents that 
will go into effect to balance this year’s 
budget if the earnings tax proposal is de- 
feated. St. Louisans who want the help of 
non-residents in financing necessary munici- 
pal services will surely not permit that to 
happen. The way to assure a favorable out- 
come is to vote YES on the Charter amend- 
ment. Polling places will be open from 6 
a.m. to 7 p.m. 


A Much-needed Measure 


The “clean elections” bill approved by the 
Senate Rules Committee is by no means per- 
fect but, as Chairman Hennings says, it is 
a great improvement over the 1925 Corrupt 
Practices Act, which is obsolete and largely 
ignored. A major omission is the exclusion 
of primaries from coverage; primaries are in 
fact elections in the south. Senator Hennings 
tried to have primaries included but the 
committee voted 5 to 4 to reject the proposal. 


The bill would establish more realistic 
rules for political spending. It would in- 
crease from $3,000,000 to about $12,000,000 
the annual spending limit for national politi- 
cal committes and increase from $10,000 or 
$50,000 or more the limit on spending by a 
Senate candidate and from $2500 to $12,500 
or more limit on House candidates. It would 
also require stricter accounting of contribu- 
tions and expenditures. 

If approved, the legislation would take ef- 
fect next Jan. 1. Despite the fact similar 
measures died in the two preceding Congres- 
ses, the committee should push the legislation. 
This bill, or something like it, is badly needed. 


Detroit’s Answer on Safety 
Detroit’s reply to proposals for federal safe- 


ty standards for automobiles is that the in- 


dustry can set its own standards, and that 
more research must be done before any 
standards are set. This is what auto manu- 
facturers told a House Commerce subcom- 
mittee headed by Congressman Roberts of 
Alabama. . 
Neither part of this answer is very relevant 
to the committee proposal. Detroit could set 
better safety standards, but will it? More re- 
search may be needed, but do not engineers 
and physicians alike already know that lives 
can be saved by seat belts, contoured seats, 


padded dashboards, recessed instruments, col- . 
lapsible steering wheels, roll bars and so on? 


The industry has not shown much enthusiasm 
for such safety features, particularly since 
Ford sales declined on 1956 models adver- 
tised for safety. 

The bill before the committee would re- 
quire the Federal Government to buy only 


cars equipped with proved safety equipment. .

Dear Dr. Molner: 

“DO YOU THINK it is definitely a must to continue 
monthly shots of penicillin to prevent rheumatic fever? My 
child had three attacks and the doctor never prescribed peni- 
cillin. He said there was no history of heart damage so it 
wasn’t necessary. 

“But the third attack caused a murmur and I changed 
doctors. Now I take him to the doctor for a penicillin shot 
every 30 days, and for a year he has been fine. Why do some 
doctors say it isn’t necessary and others say it is a positive 
must? MRS. B,” | 


I can’t answer your question as to why people do 
what they do. Who knows? But I will say this: As 
of now, I believe you’ll find the medical profession in 
agreement that monthly administration of penicillin 
of a long-lasting type is wise after a child has once 
had rheumatic fever. I thoroughly approve of it. 


Rheumatic fever, not as much publicized as some other 
diseases, is a serious thing. The first attack may not do much 
harm, but we know that after the first attack, the patient is 
many times as likely to have subsequent attacks. Each time 


Rheumatic fever (we don’t know exactly why or how) is 
always the result of a streptococcus infection. 

Penicillin, while not to be given for every little ailment, 

(nor should it be used for every cold that comes along), can 

or minimize strep. Hence, a series of long-lasting 

shots (good for about six weeks, so monthly shots give @ 

margin of safety) can prevent subsequent attacks, once the 
first rheumatic fever is known to have struck.

Seeing Niagara Falls by Tightrope 


By Ed Feinen 


NIAGARA FALLS, N.Y. (UPI). 

THE DEEP CHASM that 
forms mighty Niagara Falls and 
the Whirlpool Rapids has been 
a challenge to man since the 
Indians first laid eyes on its 
majestic beauty. 

Through the years’ hundreds 
of daredevils hoping to conquer 
this natural phenonmenon one 
wey or another have been lured 
to this border city nestled in the 
Northwest corner of New York 
State facing Canada. 

Some died for their efforts; 


‘others achieved undying fame. 


But the greatest Niagara Falls 
performer of them all was Jean 
Francois Gravelet, who, under 
the name of Emile Blondin, was 
once the world’s greatest tight- 
rope artist. 


Just 100 years ago, this slim 
son of Napoleon’s military 
heroes defied death many 
times high above the turbulent 
Niagara and lived to tell every | 
thrilling moment of it. In fact, 
bang did die, it was quietly, 


Even before coming to Niagara 
Falls in the spring of 1859, Blon- 
din had long thrilled European 


crowds with his tricks on the y 
ropes. Feeling keenly Niagara’s © 


challenge, he brought along his 
family and his able manager, 
Harry Colcord of Chicago, and 
settled down as a resident of 
what was then a mere village. 
Biondin made his preparations 
carefully. He even purchased and 
helped put up the tightrope on 
which he would perform. Then, 


/ on June 30, 1859, he ventured out 


for the first time on the swaying 
line stretched between the Amer- 
ican and Canadian banks some 
180 feet above the Niagara river. 

Blondin was the first of many 
tightrope walkers to try the feat 
but for sheer courage, he was 
never duplicated. Performing 
twice a week before crowds of 
25,000 and 30,000 — extremely 
large for those days—he left 
his audieneés limp with the au- 
dacity of his tricks. 

The rope, with many guys and 
a special winch to keep it taut, 
was installed almost midway be- 
tween the present Rainbow 
Bridge and the lower bridges, 
perhaps a mile below the cata- 
ract itself. 


Blondin walked, pranced, 
ran, turned somersaults, 
walked 


sat down, 
lay down and negotiated the

high wire with baskets on his 
feet. He even ‘walked across . 
the chasm on stilts, 


Blondin, well liked by his 
neighbors, spent the winter in 
Niagara Falls and was back at 
his old tricks the next summer. 
The Prince of Wales (later Ed- 
ward VII) and former president 
Millard Fillmore were among 
those who lined the banks of 
either side of the river to watch 
him. 

His tricks included sholding a 
hat out at arm’s length while 
John Travis, a local sharp- 
shooter on the “Maid of the 
Mist’ boat below, put a bullet 
through it. Another feat was to 
lower a mug on a string to the 


greatest—of the tightrope walkers over Niagara Falls. 


boat and then, after pulling the 
mug back up, drink the water 
out of it. 


He also walked across with a 
wheelbarrow and ate his lunch 
at midstream, cooking himself 
an omelet on a small griddle 
he Carried. 


Only once did death come 
close. Blondin offered to carry 
someone across the chasm on 
his back. Nobody volunteered 
and finally his manager, Col- 
cord, agreed. 


Gamblers on both sides of 
the border were wagering the 
pair never would make it 
across, and they almost col- 
lected, Too much slack in the 
rope exhausted Blondin. He 
stopped and asked Colcord to 
get down. 


Colcord had no experience on 
the high-wire but he obeyed. 
Slipping down Blondin’s back, 
he grasped the latter’s hips and 
waited. Once Blondin’s strength 
returned, the little manager 
scrambled back up to his perch 
on his shoulders and the pair 
made it to safety. 

Colcord often said later that 
he trembled and broke out in a 
cold sweat whenever he thought 
of that harrowing experience. 

Many wire-walkers followed 
Blondin but they were rank 
amateurs by comparison. Har- 
ry Leslie was the first in 1865. 


Then Signor Ballini arrived, 


adding zest to his act by jump- 
ing into the water from the ca- 
ble, using a rubber gadget to 
make sure he landed feet first 
and remained upright. On the 
third jump Ballini took a little 
too long to bob up to the sur- 
face again. That was that.

EDGAR CROSWELL of the 
New York state police had wait- 
ed 13 years for Don Giuseppe 
Barbara to make a serious mis- 
take. 

The detective sergeant, a tall, 
spare, quiet man with gray hair 
and .a narrow face set in lines 
that are severe and forbidding 
~until he smiles, had been as- 
signed as a detective of the 
Criminal Investigation Bureau 
to the Vestal substation of the 
state police, near Binghamton, 
for only a short time before he 
suspected that there was a for- 
midable adversary in the neigh- 
borhood. 

In the course of routine in- 
vestigations into illegal gam- 


. bling, the manufacture of illicit 


alcohol and the sale of faked 
rye and scotch whisky, Cros- 
well kept running into the name 


of Joseph Barbara. The shady . 


elements in and around Bing- 
hamton — particularly those of 
the large Italian colony—seemed 
tu regard him with not only re- 
spect, but awe. The sergeant 
grew curious about the back- 
ground of the elusive, obviously 
wealthy man who owned the 
prosperous Mission Beverages 
Co. of Endicott and. the big 
house on the hill at Apalachin. 


And then Croswell, in 1944, 
happened to meet Joé Barbara 
personally. On a routine patrol 
one evening, the sergeant—he 
was still a trooper then—drove 
by a parked truck and noticed 
a man coming out of the bush- 
es. Croswell stopped him and 
discovered that he was the 
driver of the big Mission Bev- 
erages trailer. The inexperi- 
enced thief blurted out that he 
had taken two five-gallon cans 
of gasoline from the truck’s re- 
serve and hidden them in the 
woods. Croswell arrested him, 
took him to the station and 
called Barbara. A fuming, squat, 
bright-eyed little man arrived 
shortly. “I’m Barbara,” he an- 
nounced. ‘‘Why did you arrest 
my man? He ain’t done nothing 
wrong.” Trooper Croswell tried 
to explain. “But, Mr. Barbara, 
he was stealing your gas, and 
it’s hard to get these days.’’ And 
then Croswell noticed a bulge 
where the little man’s coat cov- 
ered his hip. 

“Are you carrying a gun, 
sir?” hé asked quietly. 

“Sure I carry a gun,” was the 
reply. “‘Gotta license.” 

Croswell stared. ‘‘May I see 
it, sir?” Barbara complied im- 
patiently, producing a pistol per- 
mit issued by the ranking judge 
of Broome county. “Now you 
release my man, see?” he 
barked. 

Croswell’s reaction to this 
scene was a lasting one. The 
pistol permit in the possession 
of a man of Barbara’s reputa- 

.tion, his arrogance and ob- 
vious disdain of the police, the 
fact that he thought nothing of 
an employe stealing precious 
gasoline and his having — de- 


spite his record—a liquor dis- — 


tributor’s license and a gun 
permit, made trooper Croswell 
angry at first, and then pa- 
tiontly inquisitive. He grad- 

ually pieced Mr. Barbara’s un- 
usual history together. 

Giuseppe Maria Barbara was 
born in 1905 in the small town 
of Castellamare on the western 
tip of Sicily, a historic strong- 
hold of the Mafia to this day. 
At 16, he came to the United 
States. 

At 31, he was already known 
as Joe the Barber in the boot- 
legging, prostitution and gam- 
bling rackets of the flourishing 
Wilkes-Barre-Scranton - Pittston 
district and as a power to be 
reckoned with. 

There followed a series of ar- 
rests and police histories char- 
acteristic of an enforcer, as the 
underworld calls the skillful 
Mafia gunman. All of them in- 
volved disputes within the broth- 
erhood and the punishment of 
those who offendéd against it. 
In 1931, bootlegger Calomare 
Calogaro—a Sicilian—was shot 
by two men in Wyoming, Pa. As 
Calogaro lay dying, he finally 
gasped that a Tony Morreale 
had been one of his attackers; 
he was apparently about to 
breathe the name of the other 
when he died. 

After the police had added up 
all their information, they were 
almost certain that Joe the Bar- 
ber had been the second killer; 
he also was taken into custody. 
The court was not convinced, 
however, and Barbara was re- 
leased. | 

In 1932 he was arrested again,

positive, Wichner’s wife, tight- 
lipped and savage, told them 
all she knew. Her husband hi- 
jacked liquor from out-of-state 


gangs for Joe the Barber and 


two associates. He had, she 
knew, cheated them out of many 
thousands of dollars and she had 
warned him that they would in- 
evitably find him out. : 


Along with Mrs. Wichner, the 
police had found a witness whom 
they thought would clinch the 
case. A young man happened to 
be driving by the car in which 
Wichner’s body was later found. 
He had noticed it because, as he 
swung around the corner near it, 
two men had suddenly begun 
walking away from the car 
across the roadway. His head- 
lights caught them full on. His 
identification of the car, of Joe 
Barbara and Angelo. Polizzi, was 
positive. And then the usual se- 
quence of events began which so- 
often baffles police: officers who 
tangle with influential mafiosi. 
Mrs. Wichner’s memory sudden- 
ly became hazy. The young 
man’s recollections, so clear be- 
fore, also grew contradictory. 
Barbara and Polizzi were dis- 
charged. 


At this point, Joe the Barber 
decided on a change of scene. He 
knew that the Pennsylvania State 
Police, now convinced and in- 
furiated, were determined to get 
after him. A few months later 
Joe Barbara had quietly come 
back to Endicott, N. Y., across 
the border. Always an extreme- 
ly able business man, he quickly 
did very well. For a small sum 
he bought a modest but lucrative 
soft drink bottling plant from an 
elderly Italian. It expanded 
rapidly. Despite his record, the 
State Liquor Authority, usually 
strict, granted him a license to 
distribute beer, and the Canada 
Dry firm a franchise to bottle 
its products for the area. Barb- 
ara’s outlets and his fleet of 
trucks grew with remarkable 


Croswell, having learned all 
this, settled down for his long 
period of watchful waiting. On 


‘one occasion, Croswell and an- 


other officer were taking pic- 
tures of the house and grounds 
for possible future reference.

They thought that no one was at 
home. Suddenly the door of the 
main: residence flew open and a 
furious Mrs. Barbara dashed at 
them, flanked by several dogs. 

The sergeant firmly if ner- 
vously stood his ground, and 
thinking quickly, introduced 
himself as a representative of 
House and Garden. The maga- 
zine, he said, was doing a 
series on the finest houses in 
various parts of the state. Mrs. 
Barbara’s angry frown van- 
isned abruptly. The men could 
take pictures of anything they 
wished. 


The more Croswell saw and 
heard of the Barbara household, 
the more interested he became. 

Croswell had little to go on. 
The U. S. Treasury Alcohol Tax 
Unit’s agents in the area had 
reason to believe that Barbara 
was diverting sugar which he 
bought for his bottling plant to 
stills which he financed in the 
neighborhood for the production 
of untaxed alcohol. This sort 
of bootlegging is today a big 
business in many parts of the 
country. 

Croswell knew that the $15,000 
which Barbara officially drew as 
salary from the bottling com- 
pany was not nearly enough to 
maintain his establishment. In- 
vestigation revealed that ever 
since he left the Scranton-Pitt- 
ston area, he had received a 
loan every year of between $25,- 
000 and $50,000 from one of his 
old friends in Pennsylvania — 
without interest or security. 

This is one of the methods of 
private banking common in the 
fraternity, and it is brilliantly 
simple. It is predicated, of 


course, on the fact that a mafi- 


oso’s word and handshake is as 
good as a bond. One racketeer 
sends the proceeds of his illegal 
operations, which he cannot de 
clare and explain without the 
danger of eventual police re- 
action, in cash to a _ trusted 
friend of the same echelon. The 
second puts down this money 
in his returns as earned from 
one of his own legitimate enter- 
prises, pays the tax on it and 
returns the balance to his friend 
in the form of a loan. 

Much of this was still in the 
back of Sgt. Croswell’s mind 
when he and his partner, trooper 
‘Vasisko, stopped by the Park- 
way Motel in Vestal late in the 
afternoon Nov. 13, 1957. A Ca- 
dillac pulled up to the door. 
Croswell happened to look up, 
glanced through a window and 
saw who was getting out of 
the car.

strode in. (Barbara Sr. died last 
month.) 


“‘We want three double rooms 
for two nights,” he announced. 
“The best you got. I’ll take the 
keys with me; the people may 
be late.”

A bell began to ring for Cros- 
well. “Come on,” he said to his 
partner, “I’ve got a feeling,”

One was. from 
New Jersey, one from New 
York, one from Ohio. Cros- 
well jotted down the numbers. 

The State Police teletype had 
still not reported on the Ohio, 
New York or New Jersey cars 
at Barbara’s. Croswell later 


arking lot which was filled with Cadillacs, 


drove to the motel again. The 
Ohio car was parked outside one 
of the sections. “There are two 
of them,” reported the propri- 
etor. They’re very tough guys. 
They said Joe Barbara would 
take care of everything.

He said 
as much when he called Inspec- 
tor Robert Denman, his su- 
perior, to report the next morn- 
ing. Neither knew of the extra-

ordinary meeting of the clans 
that was already under way. 
Croswell, Vasisko and the two 
federal agents who had joined 
them started with the motel. 
Four more of Barbara's guests 
had arrived very late at. night. 
As Croswell’s car climbed the 
rise up to Barbara’s, his heart 
suddenly leaped. Theré were a 
dozen Cadiliacs, Chrysler Im- 
perials and Lincolns on the 
apron in front of the garage 
and 25 more in the field, many 
with the special license plates 
which denote political influence. 
As it happened, the garage 
and then a wing of the house 
screened Croswell and his col- 
leagues from the gay and Busy 
company around the barbecue 
pit until, notebooks in hand, the 
jolicemen were almost finished 
jotting down tne license num- 
bers. At this moment a group of 
strollers, talking animatedly, 
came around a corner of. the 
garage. Seeing strangers, they 
stopped in their tracks. For a 
moment they exchanged glances. 
Then shouts tn Italian and ex- 
cited gestures brought a dozen 
others.

There were more shouts 
followed by a general panicked 
retreat. It was clear to Cros- 
well, Vasisko and the treasury 
agents that they had come 
across a rather unusual conven- 
tion. 


“So what do we do now?” 
one of them asked. “We have 
no authority, no Warrant, no 
nothing.” 


Croswell’s mind had been rac- 
ing. He knew now that he had 
been right. ‘We have plenty of 
authority,” he said, “off Bar- 
bara’s property; on the public 
highway.” Tactically, it was 
fairly simple. Only one road 
from Don Giuseppe’s house led 


. to U. S. Route 17 and away; 


two others were impassable be- 
cause of bridges destroyed by 
floods. After 13 years Crosswell 
was about to hit the jackpot.

Tennis Club Snobbery 


HYDE PARK, July 13. 

I DON’T KNOW how other people feel about the story 
last week on the refusal of a swank tennis club in Forest Hills, 
L.I, to permit Dr. Ralph Bunche’s son—who has been taking 
tennis lessons at the club from the pro—to become a member 
and play there. I can only say I felt horrified that in the North 
we still have a club, the West Side Tennis Club, which is not 
ashamed to say that it bars Jews and Negroes from member- 
ship. 

The members of this club may think themselves better 
than people of other races, and they may think that in their 
club and in their homes they can be justified today in refusing 
admittance to people on a basis of race, color or religion. 
But I would like to point out to them that bombs do not dis- 
criminate in this manner. 

When these people have helped the rest of us to 
lose the uncommitted areas of the world where two- 
thirds of the world’s population exist, which are large- 
ly non-Aryan race and of many religions and many 
colors, then perhaps they will realize what they have 
done to give us a Communist world—if not to destroy 
our civilization completely. " 

I hope that no Negro champion and no Jewish champion 
will play tennis at this club again. 

Of course, this kind of discrimination will not hurt the 
Bunches. They have too many open doors to feel a slight of 
this kind. But how can we in the North ask-of the South 
the sacrifices that we are now asking if we countenance this 
kind of snobbish discrimination? 

I thought the past few years had done away with snobbery 
in our country. I thought we had learned to respect people 
for what they are and for what they have accomplished, not 
for themselves alone but for their country and the world. 

I wonder how many people in the West Side Tennis 
Club, when they stand before St. Peter, will be able to 
give as good an account of their motives and their 
achievements as Dr. Bunche and his children! 

If you can’t play tennis with Negroes, how come 
you are willing to let them be drafted into your army 
and die for you? I am ashamed for my white people. 

I am one of them, and their stupidity and cruelty 

make me cringe.

A TALL, slender, serious red- 
head of 19 has disappeared into 
anonymity along with 732 other 
young men who last week en- 
tered the United States Military 
Academy at West Point. 


And nobody except Colin Pur- 
die Kelly Fl could be happier, 
except, perhaps, his mother. 

Corky and his mother, now 
Mrs. J. Watson Pedlow of Ches- 
ter Heights, Pa., have spent the 
past 17% years trying to dodge 
the limelight forced on them by 
a gracious act on the part of 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Corky’s father then a captain 
and pilot of a Flying Fortress 
bomber, was the first hero of 
World War II. He was awarded 
the distinguished Service Cross 
for his participation in a bomber 
raid on a Japanese battleship on 
Dec. 10, 1941. 

Capt. Kelly died in the flam- 
ing wreckagé of his bomber. 


The medal was handed to 
Mrs. Kelly by President 
Roosevelt at the White House 
on Dec. 17, 1941. The Presi- 
dent wrote a famous letter, 
now in the National Archives 
in Washington, addressed “To 
the President of the United 
States in 1956.” It asked the 
future President to “consider 
the merits of a young Ameri- 
can youth of goodly heritage 
—Colin P. Kelly Ull—for ap- 
pointment as a cadet in the 
U.S. Military Academy at 
West Point.”
